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JOURNAL OF THE SENATE. 



Pursuant to the provisions of the Constitution and Laws 
of the State of Vermont, the Senate convened in the State 
House at Montpelier, on the first Wednesday, being the 
fifth day, of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy. 

At ten o'clock in the forenoon the Senate was called to 
order by Henry Clark, Secretary. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev; Perrin B. Fisk, of 
Lyndon ville. 

The roll of the Senate was called, whereupon it appeared 
that the following named Senators were present, and they 
were duly sworn by the Secretary, and severally subscribed 
the oaths of office :

Senators : I acknowledge the high honor which the Sen- 
ate has conferred upon me. It is an honor to be called to 
any position of trust by the citizens of Vermont, and more 
especially to be elected by its Senate as one of its presiding 
officers. Thanking you for this election, and invoking your 
aid in the discharge of my duties, the Senate will now pro- 
ceed to the business of the session. 

Mr. Pingry introduced the following resolution, which 
was read and adopted :

On motion of Mr. Grandey, the Senate proceeded to the 
election of Secretary and Assistant Secretary.

The ballots having been taken and examined for Secretary, 
it appeared that

The ballots having been taken and examined for Assistant 
Secretary, it appeared that

On motion of Mr. Hastings, the Senate proceeded to the 
election of Chaplain. 

On motion of Mr. Camp, the election was made viva

In this case the most that can be done must be by 
a faithful endeavor, as a substitute for complete accom- 
plishment. 

Perhaps I may be permitted to add, that the recipient of 
this position, who by reason of a want of skill is more 
appreciative, is all the more depressed with that deep sense 
of responsibility which inexperience and inaptness to per- 
form always bring to their possessor. I proceed with a 
keen sense of all that ; still I go in the pleasant way assigned 
me, cheered by the consciousness that I shall always be in 
sight of those to whom much experience and a profound 
knowledge of parliamentary law have been given, and which

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

Our reverent thanks are due to Almighty God for the 
blessings of health and prosperity with which He has 
crowned the year that has elapsed since your last Annual 
Session. 

It seems fitting, that in the name of the people whom he 
so ably and faithfully served, I should advert to 'the great 
public loss our State has sustained in the death of the late 
Governor Washburn. The wide-spread grief it oceasioned 
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1b still fresh. The loss of a public servant, so upright, 
faithful and capable, so earnestly devoted to the best inter- 
ests of the State, is indeed irreparable. We may find some 
solace, in the thought, that he lived to meet the approval 
which his eminent services merited, and that his public and 
official life, henceforth a part of our history, is worthy ever 
to be held in grateful remembrance.

The whole amount of bonds outstanding, redeemable in 
1871, is $450,500 ; of which $378,500 were issued prior to 
the passage by Congress of the legal tender act. 
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It is held, by a recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, that the provisions of the legal tender 
act are not retroactive, and that debts contracted prior to its 
passage are payable in coin. 

The coupons on these bonds, due last June and yet un- 
paid, amount to (2,280; of which $1,920 bave been pre- 
sented and demanded in coin — payment in which was de- 
clined — and the same are now held by the parties, awaiting 
the action of the Legislature. 

I respectfully recommend a prompt recognition of the au- 
thority of the Supreme Judicial Tribunal of our country, 
by an enactment authorizing the Treasurer to pay, in coin, 
that portion of our debt falling within the scope of the de- 
cision referred to. 

The Treasurer's estimate of expenses for the year 1871, 
amounting to $599,406, is made upon a currency basis ; so 
that if provision be made for the payment in coin of the 
bonds alluded to, it will be necessary to add to the estimate 
an amount sufficient to cover the probable premium on gold, 
when needed. This is estimated at about 160,000, assum- 
ing the value of gold to remain nearly as at present. 

The estimate for the year 1871 should, therefore, be 
$659,406. Inasmuch as we have reason to expect that the 
grand list of the State will be increased, it is hoped that the 
tax required to meet this estimate will not greatly exceed the 
tax of last year. 

CONSTITOTIOMAL AMENDMENTS. 

Since your last Annual Session, alterations in the Consti- 
tution of the State have been made, which will require cor- 
responding modifications ~of our Statutes. It, is not necessary 
that I should call your attention to all the details of the re- 
quired legislation, and I therefore specially notice only 
those which seem most important. 

By the change from Annual to Biennial Sessions of the 
Legislature, the tenure of office of all State and Legislative 
officials is necessarily extended to a corresponding period. 
The support of the government must be provided for during 
the interval between the sessions. 

As appears from his report, the Treasurer's estimate of 
expenses fur the year 1872 is $415,200, and it is incumbent 
upon' you to lay a tax upon the list of that year sufficient to 
cover the estimate.

It would also seem that some provision should be made- 
for the revision and correction of the lists of each alternate 
year, when the Legislature is not convened, by the creation 
of a board competent for that important duty. 

Under the existing law, the valuation of real estate recurs 
every fifth year. It is obviously necessary that the interval 
between valuations should consist of an even number of 
years, otherwise such valuations will alternately occur in. 
the year of legislative suspension. 



I congratulate you upon the manifest advancement the 
cause of popular education is making in our State. There 
is a growing interest in our public schools, and the truth is 
generally acknowledged that the education of the people is 
an indispensable safeguard to the preservation of free gov- 
ernment. For the general diffusion of education, reliance 
must be had, primarily, upon free common schools. It is, 
therefore ^ of vital importance to the welfare of the State, 
that the instruction afforded in these schools should be of the 
bighest character attainable. It should, however, be re- 
membered that a system of education which fails to embrace 
the academic and collegiate methods and opportunities is in- 
complete, and must languish. Where mental culture is 
broadest and deepest, there are the fountains whence How 
the best educational influences, ever drawing up to a higher 
plane what is below. In turn the common school sends up 
its select material to the higher institutions, and thus the 
extremes of the complete system reciprocally elevate and 
sustain each other. 

I commend to your vigilant care the interests of all oar 
institutions of education. 

Experiment in all the States foremost in the cause of edu- 
cation, has proved the great value of the Normal School, in 
training teachers for common schools. Good teachers are 
indispensable, and the Normal School is the best instru- 
mentality which can be employed t» secure the needed sup- 
ply. I venture to suggest that the time has come for the 
adoption in this State of a more settled and effectual policy 
on this subject. 

For information relative to the practical working of the 
plan now in operation, its obvious defects, and the remedy 
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therefor, I refer 7011 to the report of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and I commend the suggestions therein set forth to 
your earnest consideration. While the plan referred to has 
not been without beneficial results, yet it manifestly falls far 
short of our need. The State has not in any proper sense 
a Normal School, It is for you carefully to consider, 
whether the policy so cautiously inaugurated should not 
- now be firmly established upon such -permanent basis as 
ehall secure the desired end. 

It is notorious that no small proportion of the children of 
the State do not attend auy school. The recognized duty 
of the State to furnish the means of education to all her 
children, implies the power to compel the attendance of all. 
Ignorance is a prolific source of every form of social dis- 
order. The propriety of the exercise at this time of your 
undoubted power for its prevention, I submit to your careful 
-consideration. 



ATTACHMENT LAW. 

I esteem it my duty to call your attention to the evils of 
our law of summary attachment. They have long been felt 
'and acknowledged. A perfectly solvent business man is 
liable to a summary attachment of all his property upon a 
claim which may prove wholly groundless or even fictitious ; 
bis credit may be thereby seriously impaired, and perhaps 
his business broken up and destroyed. On the other band, 
if a debtor be really insolvent, the first attaching creditor 
may absorb all his assets, leaving without satisfaction or 
redress all other creditors, frequently comprising widows 
and minors, who cannot exercise the sharp diligence the law 
requires. 

A law which not only permits but encourages the appli- 
cation of all the property of an insolvent debtor to the pay- 
ment of one greedy creditor, to the exclusion of all others, 
is so manifestly unjust, that comment is unnecessary. 

Entertaining these views, and believing, as I do, that this 
law is a positive hindrance to business enterprise, which 
should receive every encouragement, I respectfully recom- 
mend a careful consideration of the subject, and that the 
law be essentially modified, and stripped of its harsh and 
unjust features. 
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I invite jour attention to the evils of our jail system. 
The; have long been felt and deplored by those moat con- 
versant with its workings. While it would be manifestly 
impracticable to attempt an immediate cure of these evils, 
it is yet a question, worthy your earnest consideration, 
whether they may not be gradually ameliorated and finally 
abolished. For the most part our jails are used as mere 
houses of detention. Parties charged with crime are con- 
fined therein, only pending inquiry as to guilt or innocence. 
Unquestionably the great evil of the system is in the pro- 
miscuous intercourse of all the inmates, in a common room. 
Thus are brought together the guilty and the innocent, the 
old and the young, the unfortunate and the depraved. This 
unchecked association ie wholly pernicious. It makes the 
common jail a public school of vice, maintained at the 
public expense. An expensive instrumentality for the pre- 
vention of crime thus becomes a prolific source of its 
perpetuatien. Shut up in idleness, without books, without 
religious privileges or instruction, the vicious become more 
hardened, and the innocent corrupted. The released victim 
of the system goes back, to inflict, in nameless crimes upon 
Bociety, the penalty for its neglect. 

Our jails should be so constructed as to render such inter- 
course impossible. 

I suggest whether it would not be well that the Legisla- 
ture should prescribe the plan of construction of all jails 
hereafter to be erected or reconstructed ; and that their 
internal police be brought more directly under legislative 
supervision. 

THE CENSUS. 

Returns of the recent census show a small increment to- 
our population during the last decade. It is probable, how- 
ever, that under the new apportionment of Representatives 
in Congress, to be made upon the census of 18T0, our State 
will lose one member, and must therefore be re-districted 
before the next Congressional election. In order to avoid 
the expense of an extra session, I recommend such legisla- 
tion at the present session as shall provide for the expected 
contingency. 
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ANNUAL REPORTS. 

The Annual Reports to which no allusion has been made, 
will be submitted for your consideration. I 'hare had no 
opportunity for their proper examination. 

ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 

Our system for the assessment of taxes is defective. The 
amount of personal estate which escapes taxation is enor- 
mous. Valuations are unequal, and the burdens of taxation 
bear unequally upon our citizens. Real estate cannot es- 
cape, but personal property, through the much abused priv- 
ilege of offset for debts, and the various shifts of evasion 
and concealment too commonly practiced, is largely omitted 
from our annual lists. As a consequence, real estate is 
always appraised below "its true value in money," and not 
seldom at less than one third of such value. 

It is a serious question whether offsets for debts should 
not be much restricted. It may be well to inquire whether 
the evils of the present system may not be at least alleviated 
by well considered modifications of our law. 

COUNTRY AND STATE. 

I congratulate you on the condition of our beloved coun- 
try, reunited upon the righteous basis of universal freedom 
and citizenship. 

The evidences of renewed prosperity are abundant. 
While other nations are desolated by the ravages of war, 
we enjoy the untold blessings of peace. 

There are encouraging signs of advancement in our own 
State. Our population and resources have materially in- 
creased within the last decade, and the probable construc- 
tion, within a brief period, of a ship canal connecting the 
waters of Lake Champlain with the Upper Lakes, thus 
bringing Vermont in the great highway of traffic from the 
West to the seaboard, will greatly stimulate our industries 
and develop our resources. 

I invoke upon the precious interests committed to you, 
the Divine blessing, and upon your deliberations the guid- 
ance of Infinite Wisdom.

RULES OF THE SENATE. 



The credentials of senators shall be presented to the Sec- 
retary or Assistant Secretary previous to ten o'clock on the 
morning of the second Thursday of October, at which time 
the Senate shall be called to order. The names of the sen- 
ators shall be called over, and when a quorum shall have 
taken their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz. : 

** I , a senator for the county of , in the State of 

Vermont, October session, 18 — , do solemnly swear that I 
will be faithful and true to the State of Vermont, and that 
I will not, directly or indirectly, do any act or thing injuri- 
ous to the constitution or government thereof, as established 
by convention. So help me God. And I also solemnly 
swear that, as a member of the Senate, I will not propose 
or assent to any bill, vote, or resolution, which shall appear 
to me injurious to the people, nor do or consent to any act 
or thing whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by the Con- 
stitution of this State ; but will in all things conduct myself 
as a faithful, honest representative and guardian of the peo- 
ple, according to the best of my j adgtnent and abilities. So 
help me God." Whereupon they shall, on nomination of 
the President, appoint a canvassing committee, consisting 
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of one senator from each county, to join such committee as 
the House of Representatives may appoint, whose duty shall 
be to receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Treasurer, and shall in like manner 
appoint a committee of one senator from each county to join 
such committee as the House of Representatives may ap- 
point, whose duty shall be to canvass the vote for county 
and probate officers, and make report thereof to the Joint 
Assembly of both Houses. 



The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at 
ten o'clock in the morning and two o'clock in the afternoon, 
unless otherwise specially ordered. 



The President having taken the chair, and a quorum being 
present, the journal of the preceding day shall be read, and 
all the errors therein corrected. 



In case no quorum shall assemble within fifteen minutes 
after the time to which the Senate was adjourned, those 
present shall have the power to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
or other officer, after the absentees, and compel their at- 
tendance. 

5. 
Whenever the Senate shall assemble according to adjourn- 
ment, or at the commencement of a session, and the Presi- 
dent shall be absent, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, 
if present, if not of a senator, to call to order ; and the 
senators present, if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a Preai- 
dent pro tempore. 



No senator shall be absent without leave, unless he is sick 
or otherwise necessarily detained. 



No senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise 
interrupt the business of the Senate while the journal or 
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other public papers are being read, or while a senator is 
orderly speaking in debate. 



Every senator when he speaks shall, standing in his place, 
address the President, and when he has finished shall sit 
down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without leave of the Senate ; and senators who have 
once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor, (except 
for the purpose of explanation,) to the exclusion of another 
who has not spoken. 

10. 
In all cases, the senator first rising and addressing the 
President (subject to the restriction of rule 9) shall be en- 
titled to the floor, and when two or more arise at the same 
time the President shall name the one who is to speak. 

11. 
When a senator shall be called to order he shall sit down ; 
and every question of order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

12. 

If a senator be ealled to order for words spoken, the ex- 
ceptional words shall be immediately taken down in writing 
by the senator calling to order, that the President may be 
better enabled to judge of the matter. 

18. 
The first hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted 
to the reception and disposal of petitions, memorials and 
remonstrances, motions, resolutions, and the introduction of 
bills ; after which the orders of the day or other proper 
business shall be announced, always commencing with the 
unfinished business of the last sitting. The first hour of the 
afternoon's sitting may be occupied in receiving and dispos- 
ing of reports of committees, and in completing the business 
of the morning hour ; at the expiration of which the Sen- 
ate will again take 'up the orders of the day. 
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Reports of committees may be signed by any member in 
behalf of the committee, and shall be by him presented to 
the Senate when the call for reports is made. The signer 
of each report shall be held responsible for the accuracy of 
its statements and the propriety of its language, and when 
the same shall be under consideration he shall be further 
liable to give additional statements of facts or other expla- 
nations in answer to the call of any senator. 

15. 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in 
Committee of the Whole, embracing the titles of bills and 
such parts thereof as may be affected by the proposed 
amendment, and also the names of senators and the rotes 
which they give on every question decided by yeas and nays, 
shall be by the Secretary accurately and concisely inserted 
in the journal. 

1G. 
The Senate shall annually, within the first four days- of 
actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary and all Assistant 
Secretary, who shall be severally sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties, and shall hold their offices until su- 
perseded by a new election. The Assistant Secretary shall 
be, ex officio, engrossing clerk. 

17. 

At each annual session the Senate shall appoint the fol- 
lowing committees, to consist of three members each, except 
that the committees on the Judiciary, on Claims, and on 
Education shall consist of five (5) members each, to wit: 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. . 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Railroads. 
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A Committee on Highways and Bridges. 
A Committee on Banks. 
A Committee on Land Taxes. 
A Committee on Printing. 
A General Committee. 
A Committee on Federal Relations. 
All select committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otheswise ordered by the Senate. 

18. 

All bills after the second reading, and all petitions, me- 
morials, remonstrances, resolutions, and other papers, call- 
ing for legislative action, (except such as have been reported 
by a committee,) no objection being made, shall be referred 
by the President to appropriate committees. 

19. 
Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper ad- 
dressed to the Senate, shall be received and read, whether 
the same shall be introduced by the President or a senator, 
the title shall be fairly endorsed thereon, and a brief state- 
ment of tts objects or contents shall be made by the intro- 
ducer. 

20. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, 
if required thereto by the President or a senator, and a mo- 
tion to lay another motion, the latter not being in writing, 
on the table, or otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in 
order. 

21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is passed ; 
the President shall give notice at each reading whether it be 
the first, second or third ; the last of which reading of pub- 
lic bills shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first 
reading, unless the Senate unanimously direct otherwise ; 
provided, that bills may be read the second time by their 
title. Resolutions requiring the approbation and signature 
of the Governor shall be treated in all respects as bills ; and 
the third reading of all bills of a public nature shall be 
ordered for some particular day. Each and every nomina- 
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tion made by the Governor to be confirmed by the Senate 
shall lie over at least twenty-four hours between such nom- 
ination and the confirmation thereof. 



On motion of a senator, public bills, after the second 
reading, may be referred to a committee of the whole. 



Every bill originating in the Senate shall, before 1 it is 
read the third time, be fairly engrossed. No amendment 
shall be received at the third reading, bat it may be com- 
mitted for amendment at any time before its final passage. 



Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sustained in the 
following order : 1. To postpone indefinitely. 2. To lay 
on the table. 3. To commit. 4. To amend. 

25. 
A call for the previous question shall not at any time be 
in order. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
and shall be decided without debate. 

26. 
If the question in debate contains several points, the same 
may be divided on the demand of a senator. A motion to 
strike out and insert shall not be divided, but the rejection 
of a motion to strike out and insert one proposition shall not 
preclude a motion to strike out and insert a different one, or 
a motion to simply to strike out ; nor shall the rejection of a 
motion simply strike out, prevent a subsequent one to 
strike out and insert. 

27. 
In filling blanks the largest sum and the longest time 
shall be first in order. 



When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same 
is objected to by a senator, the question shall be determined 
by a vote of the Senate.

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29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call of a senator, 
and every senator present shall vote, unless excused by the 
Senate ; but no senator shall be compelled to rote who was 
absent when the question was stated by the President, nor 
shall any one be permitted to vote who was absent when his 
name was called, nor after the decision of the question has 
been announced from the Chair. 



No senator in the minority, nor one who did not vote on 
the decision of a question, shall have a right to move a re- 
consideration thereof; nor shall any motion for reconsidera- 
tion be in order unless made before the close of the next 
day of actual sitting of the Senate, after that in which the 
vote was taken, and before the bill, resolution, report, 
amendment, address or motion, upon which the vote was 
taken, shall, in the regular progress of business, have gone 
out of the possession of the Senate.

On all questions, in the decision of which a simple ma- 
jority is required, when the Senate is equally divided, tht 
Secretary shall take the casting vote of the President. In 
all such cases, a motion for reconsideration, if made in time, 
shall be in order from any senator who voted on the question.

No proposition to amend the rules of the Senate, or the 
joint rules of both Houses, shall be acted on until the same 
shall have been been before the Senate at least twenty-four 
hours ; and no rule of the Senate shall be suspended except 
by the vote of three fourths of the members present. 



Messages shall be seat to the House of Representatives 
by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 



Reporters may be placed on the floor of the Senate, un- 
der the direction of the Secretary, with the approbation of 
the President. 



No person shall be admitted within the lobby of the Sen- 
ate Chamber, except the Governor, Treasurer of the State, 
Secretary of State, Auditor of Accounts, members of the

Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the table, by or- 
der of the Senate, and shall have remained on the table 
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twenty-four hours, it shall be subject to be take» up by the 
Chair, and presented for the consideration of the Senate* 
without a call or order on the subject. 



There shall be one Doorkeeper and one Assistant Door- 
keeper of the Senate ; and the Secretary may appoint tiro 
boys to attend in the Senate Chamber.

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REPORT OP THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE REFORM 
SCHOOL. 



To the Honorable. Senate, now in session : 

Your Committee on the Reform School respectfully report that 
having visited thia institution on the 14th instant, they express their 
great satisfaction with the general good order, thrift and economy 
which was apparent in and out of doors. 

The buildings — especially the main or living house — are much too 
small for the accommodation of the present number— one hundred 
and two boys — yet the cheerful and tidy aspect, the " faculty " so 
prominent in ttie keeping, appointments and direction, struck your 
committee as evidencing in the highest degree the adaptation of 
each of those in charge for their specific work. r 

. The dormitories are crowded, and should but a few more boys only 
be added to the present number, the Superintendent would be em- 
barrassed in their disposition. 

While the sanitary condition has been gratifying, and speaks more 
clearly than can we of the wholesome restraint in hours of labor, or 
of play in hours of recreation, and cleanly habits, yet one cannot see 
the crowded state of the two rooms, one containing single beds for 
fifty six, and the other for forty-four, without feeling an imperative 
demand for increased room, if the Reform School is to remain at 
Waterbury, and perform, with the most beneficial results, the great 
and good work it has so well begun. 

The work-shop and school-rooms are all that can be desired within 
their limited capacity, but with increased numbers of boys, there 
must be increased room. 

Mr. Fairbank, the Superintendent, has given the suhject of enlarged 
accommodations, in both the house and the building in which is the 
work-shop and school room, an intelligent conside ration ; has ma- 
tured and exhibited to your committee plans, which, if adopted, 
wonld cause an expense of $25,000. 

Upon the assumption" that so much has already been done and ex- 
pended at Wnterbury, and upon the theory that a few acres well 
tilled, are more profitable than many indifferently cultivated, and if 
the present farm is to be the permanent location of the Reform 
School, then your committee are unanimous in the opinion that these 
plans should be entered upon and carried to completion at an early 

The out buildings, some of which were unfavorably located when 
the farm was purchased by the State, have been moved into more 
eligible positions and remodeled. 
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This is especially true of the farm barn, it having been removed 
during the put year upon higher ground, an excavation made under 
its whole area, so that now it has under it a dry, airy cellar for the 
storage of roots, reception of mnnnre, and with tile piggery, hen- 
nery and internal arrangements for the shelter and comfort of stock, 
leaves nothing to be desired. 

Tour committee are much pleased with the deft and nimble hand 
with which the boys plied their trade in the work-shop; with then* 
apt answers and perfect decorum in the schoolroom, and the thor- 
ough abandon with which they entered into their recreations. 

ft would be invidious to speak of the Superintendent and his ex- 
cellent wife, or of his assistants, as displaying superiority, the one 
over the other, in their several departments. Every one in charge 
carried the conviction to the mind of your committee, that they were 
each and all actuated by an earnest desire to reform and improve in 
the highest and best sense, those under their charge, and they came 
away thoroughly imbued with the belief that this institution is doing 
a work the State connot afford to neglect, or support with less than 
generous pecuniary iid. 

Your committee need not speak in detail of the wants of the school, 
or of the aims of its officers, expressed in detail as they are in the 
annual report, which has already beqn laid before you We cannot 
too earnestly, however, commend to your notice the views of Mr. 
Fairbank in his report to the trustees of the Reform School, upon 
" change of sentences, that sentence in every instance continue during 
minority, excepting as low provided, he be pardoned or discharged." 
In other words, that the boy's own "merits or demerits determine 
the time of his detention," during minority. 

In conclusion, your committee have new hopes of the capacity of 
this institution for saving and elevating the unfortunate class who 
are sent to it, and the members of this honorable body have, we con- 
fidently believe, only to visit Waterbury, go on to the farm, into the 
work-shop and school-room, and witness the cheering influence of its 
pastimes, to come from it, as your committee did, with benedictions 
on its founders, and high hopes for its future usefulness. ,

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REPORT OF SENATE COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE. 

Senate Chamber, November 21, 1870. 
To the Honorable Semite now in session : 

The Committee on Agriculture to whom was referred a resolution 
instructing the committee to consider the propriety of the establish- 
ment of a Board of Agriculture and Mining, respectfully report that 
they have given a full consideration to the subject, and find that Ver- 
mont stands alone in this regard among the New England States. 

Boards of Agriculture ana Mining have been in successful opera- 
tion for several years in Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, and the practical workings of the system have been of 
Teat advantage to those States, and have given to the world valua- 
<le statistical information, which has drawn attention to the products 
of their farms, mines and quarries in an intelligent manner, and has 
ao developed all these industries of the several States, as to have im- 
proved them in many respects, and to commend them to public favor, 
inducing the investment of capital and the general progress of all 
the material industries of the States where such assistance in calling 
forth facte of great value has been given. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the establishment of a 
Board of Agriculture and Mining in Vermont is demanded, and will 
be of gf at service to the farmers of the State in giving information 
of great value to that class of our population upon whom the great 
prosperity of our commonwealth depends. 

The Department of Mining will operate to bring before the peo- 
ple full and accurate statistical information in reference to onr mines, 
quarries, mills, and the water power of the State, which will prove 
of immediate advantage to the material resources and industries of 
the State. 

Your committee might go on at great length in the statement of 
reasons why the measure should receive consideration, but without 
giving more than these general reasons, we recommend the passage 
of the accompanying bill.

AN ACT ESTABLISHING A BOARD OP AGRICULTURE, 
* MINING' AND STATISTICS. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ver- 

Sec. 1. The Governor of the State, the President of the State 
Agricultural College, and six other persons, who shall be nominated 
by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, shall constitute the 
Vermont State Board of Agriculture, Manufactures and Mining, and 
shall receive the same per diem compensation for time employed in 
the duties hereinafter specified as members of the General Assembly, 
and the actual rates of fare paid by them to and from the place of 
meeting. In case of death, resignation or removal from the State of 
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any member, or vacancy otherwise arising, the Governor shall fill 
such vacancy as in other oases. 

Sec. 2. The first meeting of the members of the board shall be 
held on the call of the Governor, when they shall complete the or- 
ganization of the board by appointing a Secretary, who shall be ex- 
officio a memoer of the same, and shall receive for his services a 
salary of five hundred dollars per annum, with the actual expenses 
of postages, stationery and other office expenses, but no allowances 
for personal expenses. 

. Sec. 3. The term of office of the appointed members sh all expire 
on the first day of November, A. D, 1872, and biennially thereafter. 

Sec. 4. The board shall hold at leastone business meeting during 
each year, and as many more as they may deem expedient; and 
shall, by themselves or through their secretary, make statistical and 
ether investigations and recommendations in regard to the condition 
of agriculture, horticulture, manufactures and mining, as they may 
deem conducive to the general interests of the State, and cause the 
same to be published in the same manner as is by law provided for 
the publishing of the report of the State Board of Education. 

Sec. 6. They shall also hold at least one public meeting, of not 
more than three days duration each year, for the acquisition and 
dissemination of knowledge on the subject matter of their investiga- 
tions, by addresses, essa> s and discussions, in which the people of 
the State shall be invited to participate, and may incorporate any of 
these papers, of sufficient value to warrant publication, into their 
report heretofore provided for. 

Sec. 6. The entire expense of the board, including salaries and 
printing, shall not exceed twenty-five hundred dollars per annum. 



AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE ASSESSMENT OF TAXES 
AND THE EQUALIZATION OF THE GRAND LIST. 

[Introduced by Senator Gardner.] 

zof Vtr- 

Sec. 1. There shall be chosen annually in each county, on the 
first Tuesday in March, a board of tax commissioners, consisting of 
five persons, in the manner now prescribed for the eleciion of county 
commissioner, who shall exercise and perform all the duties now by 
law required to be performed by assessors and listers. The election 
of said commissioners shall be determined, certified and proclaimed 
by the county clerk, in the same manner as the county commission- 
er's eleciion is made known. The jurisdiction of said tax commis- 
sioners shall extend through each county. Each town, on said first 
Tuesday of March, shall elect one tax commissioner, who shall have 
jurisdiction and ao ordinate powers with said board of commissioners 
only in the town for which he is elected. Said town commissioners 
shall make up and complete the grand lists for their respective towns, 
under the direction of said board of commissioners. 

Sec. 52. Said tax commissioners shall, between the time of their 
election and tie first day of April In each year, designate two ol 
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their number to act as listen in each town in the county, who shall 
not be residents of the towns in which they so act, and such two 
commissioners and the person elected for tax commissioner in tuch 
towns respectively, shall constitute the board of listers for each of 
such towns. 

Sec. 8. Every inhabitant of this State, except such as are exempt- 
ed by law, shalt, on or before the 10th day of April in every year- 
deliver to the town clerk of the several towns in this State. <i true 
list of all their real and personal property by them owned and hie 
to taxation on the first day of said April. 
Said lists shall embrace ; 
First, The name of each taxable person. 

Second, All real estate and buildings with not over ten aires of 
land, giving the number of acres. 

Third, All other real estate, stating the number of acres. 
Fourth, All personal estate, giving a list of animals and other per- 
sonal property, as defined by section four, chapter eighty-three of the 
General Statutes. 

And at or before the time any person shall deliver his list to the 
town clerk, he shall sign his name thereto, and make oath before 
some officer authorized to administer oaths, that the said list is a true 
statement of all his property liable to taxation, according to his best 
knowledge, remembrance and belief. 

Sec. 4. If any person, liable to give in a list and pay taxes, agree- 
ably to the provisions of this act, shall negleet or refuse to give in 
his list, made and sworn to as herein prescribed, on oi before the 10th 
day of April in each year, the said commissioners shsill fill out the 
list of such person, putting thereon all taxable property, which they 
have reason to believe is owned by said person, liable to taxation, at 
the actual valuation thereof, from the best information they can ob- 
tain, and they shall add fifty per cent, to such valuation. 

Sec. 5. If any commissioner shall receive and accept the list of 
any person not made, sworn to and perfected in the majwer before 
prescribed, he shall forfeit all compensation for acting as commission- 
er under this act, and shall, also, for each list so received, forfeit'and 
pay to the town where such person resides, the sum of fifty dollars; 
and any tax payer, in the name of such town, may sue for, and re- 
cover the same, for the benefit of said town. 

SEC. 6. Each of said commissioners, shall receive as compensa- 
tion for services under the provisions of this act, three dollars for 
. each day's time actually spent in the discharge of the duties required, 
and all expenses, not including board, which compensation shall be' 
apportioned among^ the towns in such counties, in the discretion of 
said county commissioners, and the sums so apportioned shall be 
paid by the treasurer of tho several towns, upon the order of said 
commissioners. 

Sec. 7. Section fifty of chapter eighty-three of the General Stat- 
utes shall be amended so as to read as follows: 

" There shall be deducted from the list of such person the amount 
of all debts due from such person to persons or parties residing in 
this State, over and above the sums due him from solvent debtors: 
provided, always, that any person claiming a deduction on account 
of his debts, shall state in his list the amount of all debts due from 
solvent debtors, wherever residing, and other security either on real 
or personal property, and also the amount of all debts owed to per- 
sons residing in this State, stating the amounts, and to whom such 
debts are owing.
